Pasteur was a 
scientisPx scientist and he amstantly appealed to the public for the cause ttf science. At the age of 
J2, he delivered a lecture at the University of Lille in f)oaai. Here are excerpts front that speechc 


You see* genltcnicn, by ihc summary I have 
just made of the new devebpmeni in the 
science faculties, how attached the government 
is to the spread of applied kntnvlcdgc, Bui 
do nut make the mistake of thinking that the 
teaching of the faculties will undergo a change* 
and that theory, even at its loftiest* will 
disappear from this teaching* Ciod grant this 
wall never happen! Wc shall not forget that 
theory is ihc motltcr of ptaclicc; tlial without 
it practice is hut tlic routine resuking from 
habit; and that tlicory alone gives rise to ami 
develops the spirit of invention. It will he 
especially up la us not to share the opinions 
of those narrow minds who disdain, in the 
sciences* all that has no immediate application, 

^^You know' that charming tpiip of r-ranklin*s. 
He attended the lirst demonstration of a purely 
scicniihc disctnvry. aiul somcime near by 
asked: ‘But what use dtKs it havcT f ranklin 
answercil: "What use dtnrs a newly born 
infant have?' 

Yes, gentlemen, what use d^K's a newly Ix'rn 
infant have? And yet* a! that age of tcnderesi 
infancy* there were already in you the unknown 
germs of the talents that distinguish you. 

In children at the breast, in those lit tic creatures 
that can be blown over by a pulT a{ air* there 
arc magistrates* scholars* heroes as valiant as 
those who* at this very Innir, are envering 
themselves with glory at the walls of Sevastopol, 


In the same way* gentlemen* ihcoreticul dis- 
covery has nothing but the merit of existence.

ft Di) you know' when the electric telegraph first 
saw' the light of day — one of the most 
marvelous applications of modern science? It 
was in that memorublc year of 1822: Oersted, 
the Swedish (Danish) physicist, held in his 
hands a copper wire connected at each end 
to the poles of a voltaic pile. On his table was 
a magnetized needle placed on its axis, and 
suddenly he saw (by chance, you will perhaps 
say, but remember that in the fields of obser- 
vation chance favors only those minds w'hich 
are prepared!, he suddenly saw' the needle 
move ami take a very ditfcrcnl position from 
what terrestrial magnetism dictates* A wire 
conducting an electric current makes a magne- 
tized needle deviate frtmi its pt>silion; there, 
gentlemen, is the birth uf the present lelegraph. 

How much more apt* at that time, on seeing 
a needle move would Franklin’s interlocutor 
have been to say: 'But what use di>cs it have?’ 

And yet the discovery was only twenty years 
old when this applicaliivn* almost supernatural 
in its dTccts, was made to the electric tclegniph* 

There is mi need, gcnlleincn, to dwell furl her 
on I he necessity of beginning the sciences with 
serious iheoretica) studies, Fvery enlightened

Artificial Respiration 
for Water Cases 

TfuUvtduals who die ns a result 
of a water aaeideut usually dii* 
from the lack of air, aiul uot he- 
rn use of water iu tha lungs or 
stomach. 

A elrowuing vietim may ha either 
active or passivi*.

As Tour Journal Mrnt to pn*sH tlir omljirtflnl Stool- 
workei-H still heltl i\vn\ m tltoir siriko uMTititist the 
powerful steel industry. The Taftdliirtloy iujimethui 
prm^ess iiivoketl by tlio Prosidout was muler way, hut 
the strike eoiiiimietl, as thns* judges of the Pourt of 
Appeals delayed tho eourt order which woiiM end tlie 
strike for SO days, p(‘Uilin^ di'eisimi on I lie lujime- 
Hon s loj^ality. 

Months ajio the Steelworkers aske*! President Eison- 
hoAVer to ajjpoiiit a faei-fuidiit^ hoard. Aftio' 0 * 01 * 
Hulthij' I he steed moguls, he declare<! he eould not 
‘‘intervene ' in tlu^ strike, (^)lnp^lnies Innl great sloek- 
pilcH of Htoi‘1 and lliov euiinli'd on an oKtHided strike 
f>reaking the %vork<‘rs ami on a long-mngi' view, liie 
hack of tlie lalxir iiiovoiiienl. Tlnw hai! tiiit roiinlod 
on the dt*torinination and slaying power of the 
strikers* nor on tho extensive lodp that was fort 1 1- 
eoniing from fellow union members in tUlier trades. 

Now the strike lias at las! begun I 0 hurt the in^ 
dilstry* Steel storks an* ilepleted and reipiirements 
are heavy. The oompanies are dt*iuimding *' interven- 
tion’" ami llie President has bowed to their wislie-s. 
This is wrong and nnJiLsl. In tlie words of AFL-t‘|U 
Presidetil tJoorgo Monny, it is "iimiioi'al to tlii^ow the 
weight of the trovernment on the side of management 
mid to enter tliis area of oeonomie welfare in HUpporl 
of the eompanies, at the very time lliat the scales are 
beginning to balance.*" 

There are is,sues al stake in t his si niggle \vlde!i 
most of the juiblic arc not at nil auare *»f. The real 
issue is not ii mere matPu' of nioney, it is the future i>f 
c*ollective liargaining over joli conditions — workloatls* 
shift sehedulr^* eall-iiK overtimt^ — not just in tho sttsd 
liidnstrA^ but in basic indushdi^ nil t>ver Aineriea. 

Wages and fringe benefits nvv important, but more 
import a Tit still is the fact that the Sti*olworkci^ are 
holding fast against the til’s! iletermimsl, large scale 
drive by liig business to de.stn»y the wo]-kei*s" everyday 
safeguards, sab'gunrds whirli wore born out of biMer 
exiierieiiee a! id esiablisins] only lh rough more Ini ter 
slrnggle a ml snei^ifiro. 

Mere is an example. The giant rompniiies arc de- 
inamling i*hangcs [n \v4»rk rules wlueli they claim in- 
terfere with eflhViei I ry. The implication tlu*y make is 
t'lear — that the Steelworkers pnwoit contract, blocks 
introduction of new mncliinery and processes, ami pro- 
motes “ feathorbedding.’" 

Tills jicciisiitUm tlu*y have the audacity to iev'y on 
a Avork IsKiy avIios** pisMluetivity lias inereasel nearly 
lit) pereorit in 10 years. 

It is not hard vo piorco the lldii vfdl of lliiiisy com- 


pany arguments ami see that what big si col really 
wants is lo haA'c a free hand with the workei's ami to 
be iinhamiunvd with sueh time-honorod customs as 
grievance proceilure and arbitral ion. 

We stateti last iinmtli and \vc stat<* again with 
emphasis— this is not the fight of one nnitm^ — <jf 
oOtbOOO Wiirkers, It is a tight of all organb.ed bdsu*. 
If the stool industry wins, the bjillle royal will bo 
on wiili oA'ery other big industry mid small industry 
following suit, ami we will find oiirsi'lvi^s in the same 
lainern of iippression and struggle as we knew :ifJ 
years ag^K as surely as if wt turned back the clock. 

All unions pledged through their doh'gates to the 
rocent Ah'ljATO Cun vent ion, that every member 
wmihl lie asked lu give an Imur's ptiy a month until 
the strikt* is over. It Is imperative that thosi- ilo liars 
reach hungry *^teelworkers and I heir families at oneo, 
so that tliiw may be alile to earry on. flln*e more Ave 
ask our IBKW inembcrs in steel ^struck towfis, give 
all the aid yon can now, amt after the strike is setlleil 
al.so, for It will take many tnontlis \u gid this vanguard 
of sold lor- workers ba(*k oii their feet again.

The rising rale of unemploymiuu in (he Pnited 
States is a smirci* of serious ooncsuai (o all ihinkiiig 
people. lIowcA'cr, in report.s and siatislies lieirig 
IssiU'd from the Piiitod Statics I )e payment of Lahnr 
and other sources, a Hignifiennl fioint keeps ernftfung 
up. Ih»imnid for skilleil AvorktU's inemisi^s, iwen as 
job o|>ptirtiitiitios in general, decline. Ami the greater 
tlie skill. lh<» greater tin* ilemaml. Here is a not her 
sigiiifieant point — the electrical anil aeromiutienl (par- 
ticularly missile) fields, biUh coming under IHEW 
jurisdiction, are areas with the most vaeniicies. 

Now these words of optimism create little oii- 
courageiuoiit for iUir skilleil journeymen who are out 
of Avork. But they ccrlainly poim oiii .something that 
I have been driving home to our people on tla^ fmgos 
of this Jmirnal ever since I look ofiice, as did my 
jircdeis'ssors and as my fellow ofincers are also I rying 
to put aeros-s.

It is not enitii|:li (im( ufl of the thousands of uuioits 
ami (fU of the jiiillions of luiutn offiem-s ami members 
of this eimntry* and not Just a baudful of mmks* have 
Imeii sadilled witli the woinI lalmr law in Amerienn 
history. 

It is not eimiljrli tliiit jatwei'fiil corporations in the 
I'nihsl States haV(» “ttatit:ed ufj'* on unions ami tlmt 
their attn and intention is to drastically weaken, atid 
if possilile di'stroy, the lalior movement, and that in 
tlieir im'tluMls they an> bein^ aided and abetli-d by 
tlie iireseni AdminislmlioiL 

It is nut em»u|fh lluit or*raiiized labor wliieh has 
never soUf?lit auytliinpr bnt a lietter life for workinji' 
piHijile, must now nini its energies away from that 
main puri»ose atid fiulit for survival— f*tr the riirlit to 
exist. 

This is not etifumh, now there must be eotirses 
tnuj^ht to iiistniet lmsim's.s ex(s*nlives who an* alreiuly 
su|»IK>setl to be tops in know-how ami brains. Imw to 
fitfiil US. Tor this is no isolated eilueatiimai project, 
Sueh eonrses an* beintr laui^hl in eojiipany elassrooms 
all over tlie tjalitm. liowevor. it is a surj>rise ami 
ilisajipoinlnieiil to learn tlial respeeteil institutums of 
leanihif' are takiti^f nj> the classrocan battle against us.

dust rial jobs. Since that time there are 10 pereent 
more people in the state and o pereent feWi*r jobs. 

The Siiim'i* Maiitifadiiring rompany after having' 
Imd a plant in South Bi*ml for To years, has movecl to 
allot lii*r state, takinfi its l.tKIO jobs witfj it, The 
<*am|»bell Souj> plant has left Terre Haule, Inleriia- 
tioiial Harvester has eput Ifielimond. the stale is losing 
the rAansville ('hrysler [ibiiit with its 5.000 }uUi ^ — tii 
mime a few. 

This is indiL-^trial progress, Hovermu' Parker? Can 
it, be that the "' Work** law has baekfireil? Perhaps 
proiiress ami eKpaiisinn after all, do ladoiif^ to those 
states whosi* b*[iislators believe that industry thriv(*s 
ln‘st when it ami its workers are free to bargain eob 
leetively, and entry on their adivittes under tnte ami 
not so-ealb*d diuiiocratie prueess as has for many veal's 
bemi llu* sneeesslnl Aim*incan way.

Factory methods 
produced watdies ft'dekiy ami in- 
expensively, sewing macliiiie fac- 
tories thrived ami pistons luimnied 
at the woolen ami cotton mills. 

One industry nfl'ected iiy this 
new madiinc age was the hootwear 
husinosK. iMachincK could gulp n|i 
t remendous hds nf leal her goo<!s at 
one end mid [>rodiicc IlnislKnl shoes 
or boots at the olhei- eml 

The transition in the shoe indns- 
tiy actually began during the War 
when a Scotchman, thirdon McKay, 
supplied the ai-my with machine- 
made footwear. Imimivements were 
iliiiekly made and soon after tlie 
war a single workman couhl lU'O- 
flitce three hiindred pairs of .slioes 
in one day. One factory in ilassa- 
<‘htiscUts was even iimdiicing foot- 
wear c(iua] to the output of 30,000 
Parisian hoot makers! 


During the decade iM-lweeii IStiO 
and 1870 , improved maetiinery 
rnaiie radical changes in the labor 
sip*]>Iy ill the United States. Ma- 
chines so devised that unskilh'd 
workers could easily maintain theur 
operation caused havoc in tlie 
lalior market. The skilled winker 
was unickly being' ie]dac('d l>y the 
vnisUniei! worker — the ^‘greeii 
lumdP' hi the Held of i>rinting this 
[irobhuu was ea.sily handled i luring 
the advent of the linotype liecausc 
hilior groups liad included in their 
eontracts the provisions that only

But the shoeniaking indu.stry was 
finite a ditTereul story. The si me 
faclory owners were nav so fjiiiek 
to m*ee]it tlie idea that only skilletl 
workers should o])erate their uui- 
cl lines.

But the Knights were not 
without their sueeesN. Tn the years 
1S6!) and 1>^T0 they eondneted sev- 
eral strikes with siiecess in an age 
when labor unions were only liabes 
in a young iiidnstrial dimate. 

In Lynn, Alassaehusetts, I he 
Onler gained agreements govern- 
ing wages for the twelve montlis 
following duly, IMfl and the agi'ei^- 
iiienis was rciiewrd far another 
year. But for the most part the 
.strikes carried out by the Oilier 
were in ilefiimee of unskilled labor. 
They hiborhm.sly strove to elimi- 
mile ila* “gnsoi I lands.'* and they

Pcitron Saints of Shoemofeefs 
The Knights iif St. rrispiii de* 
rived their name from two bnuliers 
of a noble Koman family who werc^ 
later t« beisnue the pntrmi saints of 
shocmaking. The brothers, so the 
story relates, rmnle many converts 
to Christianity Imt rmi afoul of the 
despotic Maximiamis ( llen-uliusi 
who had ihmn ermdenmed to death. 
The lin»lhei*s Cris]>iniim escaped 
the ordeals of Alaximiari. hut later 
were caught again and liefieadt^d. 
For eentnries the guilds of shoe- 
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wiih iVrvcir, to abulish 

eojitriiet lal)or. 

Their greatest opposition in this 
turbulent time of tMinsmieiive iin- 
iouism was tlie eoml)ine of maim- 
facturei^s, Tlie imlnstrialists took 
^roat stot*k in tlie belief that to 
bur labor cheap amt sell their 
products liiMfh was tlie roiinrlatiori 
of sound ecommiie prinei[>les. They 
were able to buy lalior clieiip 
enough through their iniplemcnta* 
tioii of unskilled labor and eon- 
tractors; Irowever, a (ieree comiHrti- 
tivo spirit ensiusl in the ranks of 
Industry ainl as n result there were 
chaotic price wars. 

The Order Starls Downioh 

Eventually the j^iauts of indus- 
try did little more than briuK idanil 
their own downfall; but in the 
proct^s they usurped the fine tra* 
dition of skilled labor supported by 
the Knights of St. (bispiii. 

The Crispins hwt a ^r<*at di*al of 
confidence in thiuiisidves as waftc 
earners. They luiil won some 
strikes but even so they knew that 


they were losint^ their threat est 
asset — their skill. In their 

downfall he|!iin to take its toll of 
workers. By 1>^75 the group was 
well on its way out altfmugli it did 
manage to eke out an existeiiee un- 
til Forced to aliandtm their 

fight against the eiiemaelinient of 
unskilled lal*or, tliey turiu'd their 
attention to anotlier facet of imin- 
ageiiieiit-lulMJr relations — arbitra- 
tion. But heit\ tiMj, they met ovor- 
whelTning resistance and uradiially 
(fiey subsided. 

leaders to Knights of Lohor 

Tiieir memory was lengtlieiuHl 
somewhat liy the faet that muny 
4if llieir leiide!^ were later to lake 
inipoHant positions with the 
Knights of I#alM»r. (Umrles II, 
Litchinini, at one lime ttie griind 
scribe of the Frispiiis, later beeiime 
the head of the Distriet Assembly 
of Massachusetts and then general 
secretary of the Knights of Labor. 

Perliaps their memory would 
have remained taugiumt for several 
more generations bad Ilnur story 


been eniinarked willi iilotwlsbtHh 
with the color and dramatie patlios 
of sfune of the other labor groups 
of American bislory. But theii^ 
was a welb]>birmed, highly skilled, 
far-sighted group. Never did they 
imrt lire violence. ( Vmsequenlly, 
the remenibranee in liistory became 
sliort indei?d. 

Were Before Thefr Ttme 

In many ways the Knights of St. 
rrisi>in were far beyond their 
years. It was not until much later 
ill the history of American labor 
that a genuine respect for skill was 
to tie generally considered; like- 
wise, their drive to foster imaec 
niift luirriioiiy between labor and 
managettHUit tlmiugh efiTeetive arbi- 
tration and collcetive bargaining 
went for nonghL 

Bill: in the annals of the history 
nf the American lalmr movement, 
their name certainly deserves men- 
tion — the Kniglits of St. Frispin, 
ant* (»f i\iv most outstanding an- 
eestoi*s til the ontstaiidiiig pedigree 
Ilf American workei^s.

We 
aim to piease, so, with that in mind, 
away we go into the field of art* 

tePs Go "Arfy" 

Sometimes when the trend of con- 
versation goes over into the at't field, 
many of us have little to say- We 
"know what we like” in a picture but 
we are a little afraid to express our- 
selves when others refer to 

or o/#*s/mct paintings, 
because we're not at all sure of their 
exact meanings, 

Hei e are a few simple, basic defini- 
tions of art forms, 

( 1 ) (7rtsfiirral — this is the most con- 
servative *style of painting or sculp- 
turOj and the artist who follows the 
Claiifiical style conforms to the rules 
of ancient Greek and Roman art and 
to later standard modifications. This 
type of painting or sculpture is 
simple, balanced, dignified and formal, 
(2) Rffmarttic — paintings which aj^e 
relegated to the school of Ufrtttanfi* 
ft hi ft are imaginative, picturesque and 
the Efi/itantie artists show freedom in 
both idea and style. This fojm of art 
held sway during the "Romantic 
Movement” of the last centuiy. 



(S) Eeah'sm — paintings that show 
life or nature as it really is, without 
any idealizing, are of the school of 
realism. This type of frank, acciu'ate 
porti'ayal of commonplace things, is 
in direct opposition to the scenes of 
subjects ^'emote from everyday life, 
intercepted by the romanticists. 

( 4 ) [ m press k/nhw — this form of 
ai"t came into being from alK>ut the 
year 1875 and was considered a rev- 
olution in painting. 

The pictures of an fm press wnist, 
as the name implies, give an im- 
mediate impression of the artist's 
vision of a scene or person or thing, 
with little regard for detail. The im- 
pressionists are particularly adept at 
portraying light and shadow. They 
place bits of pure color side by side 
thus creating a luminous quality in 
their work* Howe%er, because of this 
technique, /inpressiamat paintings 
must never l>c viewed dose up or the 
effect is lost. Standing back several 
feet, the viewer's owti eyes blend the 
colors. 

The Modern forms 

G5) Cifhhm — Picasso is an expon- 
ent of this school. Instead of painting 
scenes or objects as they really are, 
or an impression of them, the Cnfnsts 
declare that all objects can be reduced 
to geometric forms — cubes, cones, 
spheres etc. And so they construct 
their paintings using these stark 
foims. 

(fi) Ahsfrnef — the school of ,4h- 
sfruct art which is so popular today, 
arose from Ci/hhm, This type of art 
does not seek to le present real objects 
but simply aesthetic sensations, 
through form, color and design, 

(7) SHrrealhf — -we are all familiar 
with the interesting works of Salva- 
dor Dali. The Strrrefdist artists at- 
tempt to express the subconscious 
thoughts of the mind^ — the confused 
mental pictures we see in our dreams 
and nightmaies. This type of painting 
has been greatly infiuenced by em- 
phasis in recent years on psycho- 
analysis* 

We hope that these very cursory 
definitions will help the readers 
among us who are not aid enthusiasts 
to be a little more familiar with art 
forms and better able to enjoy the 


conversations of their art-loving 
friends* 

Bird’s Eye View of Hisfory 
Now let's take a brief journey into 
history. Just knowing where to put 
events am! people helps us to converse 
more intelligently about them. Fol- 
io wing are definitions of the various 
eras in history. We heai- these men- 
tioned over and over again in books 
and plays and in conversations with 
others, How^ often have we lieai'd it 
.=^aid, "An atomic war will send us 
back to the Stone Age,” or "The 
scenes in that movie wei‘e like some- 
thing out of the Dark Ages,” 

What specifically is meant by such 
terms? Here are some simple defini- 
tions which may help us to fix the* 
chief eras of history in our minds and 
conversation, 

Sknw Ape — this was the first period 
of human culture when most implG- 
ments used hy primitiV'G man were 
made of stone, Tt began some 100,000 
yeai's ago and is considered to have 
ended in Europe about 8,000 R.C* 
.dimictii f/isfruy /^ — this mark.s the 
dawn of civilization, about 5,000 B.C., 
chiefly in Egy}>t and Iraq, Civiliza- 
tion spread and ixise to new heights 
in ancient Greece and Rome* 

G re ek Ci t '■ i f iz€i t w u — som e ex per ts 
believe that the highest intellectual 
and artistic level of any peo}de in 
history %vas reached in the "Golden 
Age” of Greek Civilization (fourth 
and fifth centuries B.C.), Some of 
the greatest minds of all time. So- 
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vmim, Plato, Aristotle, for example, 
were a part of thia ei-a, 
littnmn Empire — this era 
In a tribe cu1k'<I the Lathis. They io- 
vatled Italy aiul established Rome. 
They excelled in the arts of %var and 
l^overnment and rom’^nered the world* 
Prom the secotid century B.C* the 
fifth cento j'y A.D. the Homauis reigned 
supreme* Then, itrowm soft by luxury, 
their empire fell to barbarian in* 
vaders. 

Medievof Times 

Ihrtc Aj/es— this is the period 
which followed the fall of the Roman 
Empii*e when the barbaiians ovLU’-mn 
the civil ijed world, bunilnir a (if I 
plundering'. The Vandals, Huns anti 
others, phmflej-etl and deati'oyed, and 
the western world lived largrely in 
dark ignorance for fUhl years* 

Middte — this period heirun 

with the Ihtrh /If/rs and contiiniefl 
until the Rrmtwmitee, about the 14th 
century. This was the affc of fiuidah 
ism, castles anf! knig'hts in armor. 
This period saw the found injr and 
rise of France an<l Eng-lanfL 

Crnaadm — these took place in the 
nth, 12th and VMh centuries when 
thousands of earnest Christians 
soug'ht to recuplme the Holy Land 
from the Mohammedans. The Cru- 
sades brouprht the culture and the 
trade of the East to Europe. 

RettnhHaHee ^ — this woi'd means iv* 
birth* It was the preat revi%'iil of 
ciillure and classical influence (am 
cient Greek and Roman). It iM^Kiin 
in Italy ami siiread thmuKh Pbirope 
durini^ the 1 4th, 1 5th and HUh cen* 
tut'ies. This was the ag'e of artists 
like Da Vinci, Raphael and Michel- 
ang^elo and writers like Dante. 

Refifrnmtion — this was the religious 
movement that eslablished Pjotestanl- 
isin. It a rest? as the result of a si x- 
Unmlh century wave of (irolesl 
against allegf^l abuses in the Catholic 
Church, itartin l.uther is the name 
best remenibercfl from this pertfMl, 
f iieVidufion — this is the 
periml of .social and economic up- 
hea%'al which came almut when ma- 
chines began to re}dace hiitid lalxnr. 
It stai'ted alwiut ITflO in England in 
llii* textile industry, 

.4^onu> Af/r— tins is our age whidi 
began in New .Mexico in 11145 wdth 
the explosion of the first atomic iMtmb, 
The atomic age offers a l(‘etneiulous 
tHTtential for peacetime efforts when 
a iMJtter life can, for the fii-st time, 
he brought to the hack wart! nations 
of the world thiTuigh atomic energy— 
or it could bring destruction of world 
civiiiKatiou in an atomic war. 

We hope these brief exi>laiintions 
will piwe interesting to our readers 
imd spur them <ni to a real ^*dodt- 
your.setC" pixigram of leaming more 
alsml the wmdd we live in, its history 
and its culture, and inspire all to be 
IwUcr con versal iona li sts.

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Goals for Educational 


Programs 


C LASSES huvc bren undonviiy for 
sev<?ral week,H now in schools and 
collef^os aortiMs the United States and 
Canada. What about your onion? 
Docs your IBEW local have iU educa- 
tional projfrnm well underway? We 
hope so. Hut if it doesn't, it's not too 
late to start. 

The first step is for the Education 
Committee to determine its floats. 
What does it w^aiit to accomplish? 
What needs to be done ? 

Make a list of possible projects, 
then choose the ones that can be 
carried through successfully within 
the limits of available resources* This 
is important Choosing a project that 
camrol be completed successfully can 
throw a blight on the locars entire 
education program. 

Here are a few suggestions for 
projects that might be considered: 
Organize a steward's ti^aini ng pro- 
gram, or set up a refresher class if 
the local has ali‘t‘ady conducted a 
formal training program. 

Begin orientation classes for new 
members; prepare a “new member 
kit" containing information about the 
history, policies and accomplishments 
of the IBKW and the local. 

Plan for a series of spt'akers at 
union meetings on subjects directly 
related to the mt^mbers, such ns health 
and welfare pians, labor legislation, 
etc. 

Begin the “Film a Month" plan 
offered by the A FI..- CIO Education 
Department, 

Set up a library at Uwal union head- 
t|uurters: supply union liteniture to 
public and school Ubmnes in the 
community. 

Start a Uical union paper or new^s- 
leltor. 

There are hundretls of activities the 
Education Committee cun get started 
on. The important thing is to pick one 
that can bi* accoinpllshed without un- 
reasonable effort on the part of com- 
mittee members, and one that 
strengthens the union. 

The real purpose of any union edu- 


cntion progi^am, of eoui^se, is to in- 
crease understanding of the union on 
the part of both iU members ami the 
general public. Events of the past 
year have demonstrated veiw dearly 
how important it is that this job be 
done. The most obvious, and the most 
damaging result of this lack of un- 
derstanding was passage of the anti- 
labor Landrum-Griihn bill. Much of 
the general public and even some 


union niembers were so confused by 
all the anti-union propaganda that 
they could not distinguish between a 
law to pre%"ent sped he abuses and one 
that strikes at the very heail of the 
trade union movement. 

In this area, union education com- 
mittees can provide a valuable and 
necessary supplement to political etiu- 
cation work. Local union education

r,. IT. 3, NKW YOKK. N. Y.— On July 
24 Ih at (i:30 n.ni, a tii’immslration line 
was established at the 31 organ An- 
nex building of the Cniti^ States 
I’oat Office at 2Elth Street and Ninth 
Avenue, Mtmhattaii. Local U'nion 3 
is protesting against the action of the 
General Ser^dees Administration. 

That agency of the Fedend Gov- 
ernment has awardinl an $8^*4. tHiO con- 
tract to a non-union geiici'al confrac- 


tor^ corn pe ting with a union hid of 
Approximately 8a percent 
the job is electrical work. 

The Davis- Bacon act provides for 
(naiiituining the prevailing rate of 
j>ay on Government construction con* 
tracts, but It fa Its to make provision 
for the payment of fringe benefits, 
which include the cost of paid holi- 
days, vacation with pay, hospitalisa- 
tion, surgery, piUTsion and otlun* henc' 
IHb. 

Obviously, if the authors of the 
Da vis- Bacon act could hav^e foreseen 
the grn\\‘ th of fringe benefits as a 
necessary part of every employment 
plan, they ivould have written the hnv 
to providi^ for maintaining the stand- 
unis of the prevailing rate of pay 
and the prevailing fringe bimefits on 
Government contracts, 

Uiirler the present accepted inter- 
pretation of the hnv it is just about 
imimssible for a union contractor to 
bid successfully against a non-union 
contractor on a Government contract, 
The members of Local No. 3 will 
continue to protest this condition 
which threatens to submerge their 
hard-earned standards. We will con- 
tinue to nppeui In our legislators tn 


amend the Davis-Baron Act to fulfill 
its original intentioiL

If there is any change made this 
year, action must be taken by the 
time this goes to pre.ss or we will have 
CPS for another year.

Reviewed by Local 103 

iCoNtJniivd froiit Iftst itfontJi, when

r.. IL inj, BO.STON, MASS.— Tin so 
ol)jecti%'^es focus atteiilion on the 
grave responsibiliUes placed on the 
shnulders of our Joint Apprenticeship 
Conimittces. 

Their chief concern Is in supplying 
an adequate number of skilled crafts- 
men through an <^lToelivc program. 
These skilled I'vrsons include the 
groups in craft and manual occupa- 
tions I'oquiring a thorough and com- 
prehensive knowledge of the processes 
involved in their work; the exercise of 
consitlerahle inde|ii‘ndinit jurigment on 
the job, usually a high degi'ee of 
manual dexterity; ami in some in- 
stances, extensive responsihility for 
vahiahle products or equipment* 
Workers in these occupations usually 
become qualified hy serving atipren- 
ticeships or extensive training fw-ri- 
ods* These training programs extend 
from 2 to 7 years, depending on the 
craft involved. 

To this point 1 have talked much of 
the Joint Apprenticeship Committee 
and its memhers* responsibilities, bc- 
cauwe it is to them that the task of 


select ing young men for the skilled 
trades is assigned and therefore it is 
most im|>ortnnt to understand the 
optMation entrusted to them in the 
inilustry. 

Ill the field which I tiepiesent, 
niimely the eli'Ctrical industry', a fully 
qualified Elect ncinn" cei-tainly is the 
essence of perfection in our develop- 
ing industry. He is expected to uu- 
dersland fully and to apply all of the 
fechniques ami praeljces covered in 
I he XatiifHiti ICh'tdrirtti Cade which in 
a period of a f<*w years has more than 
doubled in size, 

A qualified person tn my industry 
is one of the nitjsi important cogs in 
the operating machinery of our econ- 
omy. The day of the so-called, all- 
II round Electrician is long passeel; the 
Electrician is now a very highly- 
skilled workman. His responsibilities 
ni e all encompassing in such areas as 
idectrical wiring of homes and imlus- 
trial estahlishmi-nls, motor controls, 
fill burners, illumination, interjunda- 
rion of architecl’s plans, installation 
of special equipment and devices, 
tmiiMfonners and dislrihulion sys- 
Uuns; ami more recent, air ccmrlition- 
ing equipment, ek-ctronic control de* 
vices, automated c<|Uipnient units: and 
hifllly, the instnlhitlon of new atomic 
jKiwer supply stations. These are hut 
a few of the vast number of electrical 
segments he touches, and 1 have men- 
Uoncfl them imuxdy to point the way 
to the projM‘r selection of the ap- 
prentice by the industry.

Following arc the chief means by 
which individuals Interested in hu- 
conirng ekctrical apprentices reach 
tlioir goal: 

1, SjionBored hy u mem her nf the 
labor group. 

2, Sponsored hy an enijdoyur hav- 
ing a contract agieement with 
the labor group involved. 

3. Recoinmentlud to the local by the 
headmaster or ili rector nf a 
trade or vocational high school. 

4. Recommended by guiflance coun- 
selor fn>m the various high 
schools in the commonwealth. 

o. A direct up|diciilion to the local 
craft Joint Apprenticeship Coin- 
inittee. 

These are not listed in the oriler of 
im]K>rtance, but rather as a source of 
Hup]ity for consideration hy the Joint 
A |iprenticeshi[i Committee. 

The Joint Apprenticeship Commit- 
li'e, fully aware of the high degree of 
skills required for the industry and 
furnished with a list of applicants 
for apprenticeship, pmceeds to evalu- 
ate the qualification.^ of the ap- 
plicants. 

An interview is arranged with the 
applicant in order to ascertain his in- 
terests, hobhics, educational Itack-

^^round, and also to appraise the can- 
didate of the I'erjuircinents for a suc- 
cessful training program in case lie 
may he selected for training. 

The indenture of an apprentice into 
a ’well-org^niEcd iirogram should not 
he made unless the Joint A[)prentice* 
ship Committee is in total agreement 
on the candidate's qualifications. 

I am becoming more receptive to 
the idea that we might include in our 
selection process the use of tests to 
ascertain the mechanical ability of the 
appHcant. Some crafts now make use 
of such tests with good results at 
selection. However, the end result of 
correlation with selection has not yet 
been detci'm i nod. 

These tests usually include me- 
chanical knowledge, general mathe- 
matics, general science anil space re- 
lation. A test which is used by some 
Joint Apprenticeship Committees, 
published by Science Research Asso- 
ciates, has pi wen to he one that 
measures these areas. It is known as 
the SR A Mechanical Aptitude Test^ — 
Form AH, and is suggested to you for 
your study. 

In cnnclnsio?>, may I state that ap- 
tirenticeship programs are a MUST in 
our American economy, for only 
through apprenticeship can we guar- 
antee that our industries will he ef- 
fectively and efficiently staffed to 
meet tlie needs of the com|ietitive 
markets of the world.

12 cents per hour for Hnemen and 
electricians in lieu of premium pay for 
hot stick work. This brings the line- 
man's rate to $2.99 por hour. This 
proposal was negotiated by a com- 
mittee from the System Council of 
Local U It ions 111, 925 ^ and 143 fi. 

Some criticism was directed at this 
committee because they made a rec- 
ommendation that the proposal be ac- 
cepted. I think this criticism is un- 
justified, and the committee members 
deserve a vote of appreciation for 
their elTorts, 

They sent out n proposal for 4 per 
cent with no recommemlation. When 
that was turned down, th(;y worked 
to get a proposal of 4% percent. 
They sent this out^ — still with no rec* 
ominendatinn. When that was turned 
down, they again went into battle and 
were successful in getting a proposal 
for r* percent. They were honestly 
convincfMl that this was the best they 
could do, and that if it was turned 
down, the only alternative was arbi- 
tration, %vhere we could not possibly 
hope to bettej- a 5 peicent offer in 
this year of general “bold the line” 
feeling. So they had an obligation to 
give their opinion and advice to the 
membershipf which they did. Thmv 
was no pressure put on anyone to vote 
for or against the proposal, and 1 
think it was entirely correct and 
ethical for the committee to make a 
recommendation. 


Line construction is still holding up 
fairly well in this area, with most of 
our men working. We hope that it 
will hold up better this winter than 
it did last year. That was a luugh 
one! Our Unit 1 members are urged 
to investigate the training courses 
being made available through the 
four-state Joint Apprenticeship and 
Training program. There will he 
journeyman training and skill ini* 
provemeiit courses, as well as a 
formal apprenticeship program. 

NOTE TO OTHER LOCAL 
UNIONS: If you <lo not have a credit 
unimi in your local union now, you 
should definitely investigate Uie pos* 
sibility of starting one. We have 
found that not only does it offer a 
much needed service to our members, 
it helps to make better union mem 
bers through more contact with the 
local union office and officers. We feel 
that the Triple-One Credit Union has 
ser\‘ed a very definite need in this 
local union. Anything that helps the 
members helps the local union, and 
vice %-ersa. It could not be otherwise, 
l>ecause the members fire the local 
imion. 

Don't forget to purchase your 
COPE membership, if you haven't 
done so already. To vote is not 
enough' — it takes money too!

Unions are making 
headway, sometimes slowly, but they 
are always in there plugging.

tower 188 feet high was erected to be 
used for hoisting of building material 
for the 14-floor addition to the hotel 
which will make it one of the South's 
largest Gold Coast Hotels* An in- 
jured steel worker, with his arm 
broken in two pi rices due to a cable 
which broke and raced through u shiv 
striking him, lay clutched to two 
scaffold boards for almost two hours 
during the process of rescue* This 
situation was known almost immedi- 
ately to the entire job* 

The general foreman of the Elec- 
tricians without any instruction, took 
it upon himself to instmct two of his 
men with whom he had worked previ- 
ously on two 1,000 foot TV towers, to 
string wires for communication (tele- 
phone and P.A*). Through his experi- 
ence he knew that this would be 
needed for the rescue. The wiretnen 
who effected this rescue were Vernon 
Corbett, Hayward Buck, Gene Alhui’y, 
Marvin Apte, Carl Bethel, and Stanley 
Brown, all rated among L. U. 849's 
best* Calls had been sent out by 
others tn the Coast Guard and Tolicc 
for assistance* Also the rescue squad 
when they arrived, had traffic blocked 
for a considerable distance. The 
Coast Guard, with their helicopter, 
arrived and made three attempts at 
an air rescue, but with a SO-mile wind 
they save U was impossible to rescue 
the steel worker*

Rescue Quickly! 
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Next the fire deimt-tiiient arrived 
with screeching: sirens, and after 
raisinj? their IfiO-foot iaddej' realized 
that their efforts were to no avail. 
The fire chief asked Rill Croiishaw, 
the electrical ft^*neral foieniaiij if he 
had any suflf^restions. His reply was, 
‘'If you authorize me to briiiir this 
man safely down ! will jrladly do so.” 
Upon receiviriK the chiers okay he 
immediately took over the operation, 
hamilinfr the telephone and mik<% gdv- 
ing^ instructions to his mechanics 
mentioned abo%'e realizing fully the 
situation, that the man was suffering 
from shock and exposure in the high 
wind after two hours. His crew which 
had already prepai'cd slings and a 
padded Iwia rd, proceeded with the 
ix^scue. With his instructions to these 
wii*emen the steel 'worker was lowered 
to the ground and within 2h minutes 
was on his way to the hospiUK 

This rescue was not merely a by 
chance matter which 1 learned after 
I went on the job myself to work and 
saw' the program of the Electrical 
Contractors, Fischbach and Moore with 
Seaton Electric, a joint project, where 
each Wednesday morning a safety 
meeting is hold. At this time men are 
instructed in artificial respiral ion, the 
steward assigning different men each 
time to be worked on or do the work. 
This period of instruction is endorml 
and approved by the contractors. It 
impresses me greatly, after years 
in the IBEW* how many a life can be 
savefi if those present or present 
shortly the reafterwards have the 
training to administer artificial re- 
spiration, This 15 minutes aloUod to 
this tH'ogram is w^holeheartedly 
endorsed by the Electrical superin- 
tendent general foreman which en- 
dorsement I admire very much, be- 
cause 15 minutes one day a week for 
so men at $3,65 an hour is no small 
item. But what is money compared 
to the saving of a lifcl 

In addition to this training, at the 
same time questions on safety and 
questions on union conditions on the 
job are entertained and discussed. 

It is possible that I HEW members 
on all jobs could be dependeil on to 
be the rescue squad. Someone must 
iissume this responsibility^ let it be 
us!

By using* the Jet Line Rope we can 
now throw away the metal tape en- 
tirely. This new method uses an 
especially designed line package that 
is blown through the conduit and lays 
the nylon line as it travels. With the 
use of a portable power cylinder, that 
is filLed with high-powered gas, the 
unit as shown being used by me in the 
accompanying picture, wall blow a 
line through *3 inch and ^ inch pipes 
a distance up to 1000 feeL 

The new unit will also clean out 
the conduit at the same time it in- 
stalls the line. It %vorks even if the 
pipes are filled with water or if the 
pipes ha%^e been partially flattened, 
for the line package is flexible and 
permits it to squeeze through the con- 
duit, By using this new method it 
will cut wire-pulling time to one third 
of the time It now takes. The cyl- 
inders can be refilled through your 
electrical distributor who carries Jet 
Line equipment.

Thrilling Escape By

railing and hung on for their dear 
lives!

New Montana Local 
2056, Is Chartered 

L. U. 20.')6, GLA.SGOW, MONT. — 

Montana’s newest local union, 2056 
wishes to send greetings and best 
wishes to the Officers of our Interna- 
tional and to the membership through- 
out the TBEW. 

For many months the con.^truction 
workers have felt the need of a con- 
struction local union in Eastern Mon- 
tana to handle the huge construction 
program brought about by tbe rapid 
growth and ever-expanding economy 
in that area. 

In April 1959 after several meet- 
ings With Representative Thompson 
our dreams and hopes came true, be- 
cause dining this month International 
Representative Stanley E. Thompson 
again met with us, the plan.s wore 
made for an inside and outside con- 
struction local union. A charter ap- 
plication was signed by 24 members 
of 758, and Local Union Number 758 
gave us their blessings. 

On May 19, 1959, Representative 
Thompson return ed to Glasgow and 
the first meeting of Local Union 2056 
was held in the Fii'eman’s Hall. 

After a speech giving the history of 
the Brotherhood and stating certain 
conditions set forth in the Constitu- 
tion that we would be expected to 
comply with, Thompson installed the 
charter^ conducted an election of offi-

Glasgow and Glendive, Montana 
haA^e become the center of seA'eral 
huge projects. When the United 
States Bureau of Reclamation com- 
pletes constiTJction of ii 230,006 volt 
power transmission line from Ft Peck 
to Bismarck and the substations at 
Glendive, Montana, Local Union 2056 
will be the hub of this project which 
will cost well over ^10,090,000. 
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This tine and new subsintions will 
handle the electrical output from two 
new grenerators presently being- in> 
stalied at FL Feck Dam. 

Glasgow is booming as the Air 
Force Is building a huge air base in 
Valley County and there is no end in 
sight. 

The base acti%*ated Fcbiliary S* 1957 
is for the most pait still under con- 
struction. When Cfimptotcd it will rep- 
resent an expenditure of 
To date the Government has sp4mt 
$42,572,210 on the base, nearly 
000,000 of that amount in the last 
fiscal year. 

But the shot in the arm to the Glas- 
gow community is not without pain, 
for housing both on the base and in 
the city is critical. At present 900 
military personnel are sla tinned at 
the base and over 4,0(HJ will be there 
when it is complete- 

The population of Glasgow is 6,000 
and With the addition of over 10,000 
more in a matter of months, the hous- 
ing conditions will continue critical 
for a long time to come. 

The Glasgow base has a dual pur- 
pose: L To provide air defense by 

employing interceptor air craft under 
the supertision of the American Air 
Defense Command. 2. To provide 


comt)at planes, heavy bombers, and re- 
fueling tankers under the Strategic 
Air Command. 

The Voodoo, a twin-jet supersonic 
interceptor, will be used to accom- 
plish the defense missiom ll carries 
a crew of two and its major weapon 
is the Genie, an air*to-air rocket ca- 
pable of more than four times the 
speed of sound. The Voodoo also will 
be armed with the Falcon ajr*to-air 
guided missile. 

SAC's most powerful bomber, the 
eight-jet B52, will be stationed at 
Glasgow for combat purposes. Ca- 
pable of dying faster than G50 miles an 
hour and higher than oO.OfiQ feet, the 
Strato Fortress carries a crew of six 
and has a i^ange of more than <>,000 
miles without refueling. Its refueling 
partner is the KC135 jet tanker. It 
has a speed of more than 600 miles 
an hour and a ceiling of more than 
40,000 feet The KC1X5 carries a crew 
of four and has a range of more than 
4,00Q miles. 

Because both ADC and SAC must 
maintain combat ready sUitus, inter- 
ceptor planes, bombers and tankers 
will be flying at all hours, tiny and 
night. Some north eastem Montana 
residents, used to the quiet of the 
rural countiyslde, may object at times 
to the jet roar. But the Air Force 


points out that the noise b the "sound 
of security" for Americans, 

Why place the base at Glasgow? 
Why not somewhere else? Because 
the polar route to Eui-ope is the short- 
est aiiway, the Government in select- 
ing base sites sought to place the de- 
fense line as fur north as possible and 
Glasgow is about as far north as one 
can go in the United Stales. 

.4niong facilities on the base are a 
theater, service dub, nursery, gym- 
nasium. commissary store, exchange, 
chapel, and a school. ’ftTiatever exists 
on the base from physical structure 
through humanity is there for one 
purpose—the preservation of the free- 
dom of the United States.

programs can be and should be tied 
in with the issues of the day. Success 
in building a political action program 
that is effect ive. success in w' inning 
laws that arc fair to worker.^ and 
their families, depends on giving 
membei-3 the information they need to 
make political decisions intelligently. 

Tlieso decisions are important, for 
thc 5 ^ determine the conditions under 
which w'c ’work and live. Collective 
bargaining, security in retirement . de- 
cent housing and schools, unemploy- 
ment compensation, etc. are all influ- 
enced or directly controlled by govern- 
ment policy. And government policy 
is controlled by the men and women 
we elect to office. 

Union educaizon commiUecs must 
do an effective job of explaining the 
issues and proposed legislation in 
these areas. The background, the 
need, the benefits as they relate to the 
member must be understood. And the 
members must be kept informed on 
the progress of legislation that the 
local and the labor movement are 
interested in. 

A good w^ay to start is with a pio- 
gram on how Congress woiks and 
how legislation gets passed. Several 
good films on this .subject are avail- 
able, and sozneone wdth legislative ex- 
perience could be asked to explain the 
processes involved. Point out w*hat 
action union members ezin take at var- 


ious stages of the legislative process. 
In educating on Uie issues, use 
available films as a background for 
discussion. Use informed .speakers. 
Use panel discussions on what a por- 
liculur bill would do and what effect 
It would have on the members. Make 
regular reports to the membership on 
the pi’Ogress of legislation labor is 
interested in.

Some unions have used "letters to 
Congressmen" as a teaching method. 
.\fter the issues have been discussed, 
members are asked to write to their 
Congressmen giving their position on 
the legislation involved. Sample let- 
lei's are then discussed, and pointers 
given on effective letter-writing. 

Since laws are passed by the men 
and women we elect to office, the 
union education committee might well 
conduct a program on election cam- 
paigns— especially how they are fi- 
nanced. For example, where do the 
biggest campaign contributions cozne 
ftxim ? Who do they go to? What do 
the contributors expect to gain? Why 
lire voluntary union contributions 
needed ? 

There are many sources of informa- 
tion the local committee can draw 
upon: 

Editorials and articles in The Eter* 
trienl Workers* Jon mol; the film li- 
brary of the .4FL-CIO Education Di.-- 
partment; the AFL-CIO Legislative 
Department; state central bodies; and 
of course, the Committee on Political 
Education. 

Xineteen hundred and sixty will be 
an important year politically. What 
happens in Congress and at the polls 
will affect evety one of us. Every 
IBEW education committee and every 
IBKW member should realize that 
education on political issues and edu- 
cation on such things as collective 
bargaining must go hand in hand.
